Lack Of ScridusiVess In Con- 
ception of Ultimate 
Things 

"'I'liero has (iroliably boon no poilod 
In history In which people th.iut;;ii 
Icxs .lerliULsly .-iboul ultimate tiling.^ 
I ban now. AVe bnvo the glories of 
.«'cieiicr, but this has nothing to do 
with the greatncs.s and m;ijesty of the 
mind." declared I>r, llarnesl Thoma.s 
in the third of his series of lectures 
on "lieali.iatioii of Ooii," h.bi 
.*<lraihcona Hall last evening. 

"\Vc ;irc living in an ago In whicii 
the scientific mind Is conceiving miir- 
vcls." he continued, "but in doing .so 
we are losing sight of our own selvc«. 
Tlierc arc more powers in llic world 
liul.iy lor the use of which iin one 
icils re.-^iionslblc to God than ever be- 
fore. W'c hiivc outgrown a seti.sc of 
irtie reality." 

"Vou know all .ilniui the ^in, and 
yiMi 1.11. .w all about the lir,i vcn.s, with- 
out appreciating liic clory of the ,sun- 
.•«cl. Thfs i.«t the fundamental of re- 
ligion. We are very apt to seek facts 
» ithout marvelling at them.'' 

In llic conception of dnl as a fath- 
er, said tiic speaker, we fall .short of 
the true conception of » Supreme 
Being, which Is a tremendou-;|.\' real 
and ultimate fact in which our life is 
rooted. Gnd ne\-ci- Hie clliiral ii- 
nilional concept of some sects, he de- 
clared. 

"In ^oll^•i(lcrillg the quc.-lion of 
caiifc aiKl effect, \\c niu.^t realize that 
each cause is correlative to another. 
ONygen plus hydrogen is not tho 
cause of water, — it is water. This 
talk about first cause lias iio point 
for me. Some philosophers reason 
tliat evci > tiling has a cause. Hiii ihr, 
cause of one condition is always the 
coincidence of many sepnriitc con- 
ditions. Cau.ses' arc themselves ef- 
fects. We find one phase ns the 
cau.se of another. Hence -there is no 
meaning to the question "what is the 
cause of the Ultimate?" continued Dr. 
Thomas,

If 
this spirit uf honest searcli after Truth were 
more prevalent there would be infinitely less 
misunderstanding, strife, and jjrejudice in this 
•storni-toru world of ours. 

It is man's innocent and child-like gullibil- 
ity which makes him the butt of so many 
cjuackeries. lakes, cure-alls and what-nots. It 
is man's blind and luKiucstiuiiint'; worship of 
"consMiul'jd authoi'ity" which makes him as 
clay in the hands of unsci-upulous .self-seekers 
who use liini i'or their i)ersunal gain. 

A new era in human history would dawn 
if man would keep as .his watchword : "Prove 
all thing.s."

AFTER LIFE? 



CAREERS FOR WOMEN, Compiled and Edited by 
Doris E. FIcUehman. Doubleday, Doran and Gundy, 
Toronto. 512 Pages. $3.00,

The first chapUr of this Ixjok was an agreeable surprise. 
The volume was not boring or loiiR-windcd as works on 
llic s;inic line nsnally .irc. Compiled by Doris Iv. Flciscli- 
m.in a well-known cotniccUor on pnblic relations it consi.'ils 
of forty-tlircc citaplers, cacti one dealing with a different 
career open to women. Jn each chapter women international- 
ly famous in their Inisincss and professions tell for the 
snidancc of girls in search of a career llic rcfiuirenicnts, 
opporluiiilies .niicl pitfalls of their own fields of ;tcliicveincnt. 
Some I'f till- I'e.'il I;n'iwn of tlie.se ii.imes ;iic XruiiKi T.ilin- 
;Klgc on Motion J'ictnrcs, Jane Cowl on llic Urania and 
lierlrndc Atlierton on I,iteratin-c." The chapters arc short 
and very easy to inidcrsland, all the fads arc put down in 
.1 dear precise way. The careers are many and varied, 
llicy vansc fiom .Nei-iumtaiuy, .\rl, l.;iw ."iiid Jniirn.ili?ni to 
J'oreigii Kel.itioii>, I'olitics, Radio, .Slock IJrce<ling iind 
Nursing. 

It would lake loo long lo describe the course of each 
career separately hut there is lime for a brief summary of 
iIk. wliolc l'"ok. .\flci iradiiiK the eliiiplers 'Mi Mir diffri- 
ciit carcci> «M1C I cilices the havd'hipt llinl women have in 
making their way ii: the world. Men do not like to employ 
women because tlicy think first that they liavc not the high 
dopicc of efficiency lhal men postcfîi second that they arc 
.111 unstable supply of labour, thiiJ" lhal ili(*y aic not snit- 
.ihic to clients. The book points out that the employer has 
made a mistake. Statistics show thai women have as high 
a degree of efficiency as men and .•.ometimcs even higher. 
There is no doubl that wonien arc an unstable supply of 
tibotn "wiiia I" the tact thai they are likely lo get niarri- 
rcl atii i voikiiii; "lie or two years : Ihis is a disndvanLige 
th.it h.is slill I" lie reckoned with and many yoiiuf; iniiiried 
coiiplca are working this problem" oui together and making 
a genuine contribution to social adjusltnenl. Clients arc now 
licin.i; educated to accept women on an equal basis as men. 
Until recently wonien have fouivl il hard to obtain the 
same \\ai:cs as men but linploycis. esi>ceia1ly tliosc in big 
conecrnf, are now paying women the same wjjges as they 
do to their male employees. 

In r.oiirly i vei v eliiiptcr women arc advlsed- to lake a 
e .IK iîe idiioalioii. Ni> matter what profossiW! they arc 
ciil'^i in--', wlirther it i;. agiienitnre, advertrsing'^t'-jounialisn) 
ii they liavc been educated at college ihey will go 
farther iti the long run than the person who has "only had 
a hicli school education. But womcn when they leave college 
irnis! he prepared to start at the liotlom and work lo the 
top, they cannot jump from college to a high position at 
once. . . r j>i. „. .j^ ' 

Some of llic careers for women arc most ttnusual and 
it is interesting to sec how far women have advanced in 
them. In Fotcigii Trade women have risen to be Assistant 
Trade Commissioners tor tlic Kovciniiiciil and al;u Sec- 
retary of I'oreign Trade for the Chainber of Coninicrce. 
This is a very new field and women arc pr.iclically pioneers 
in it, bul there is no doubt that they Avill be successful. The 
chiiptcr on Journalism is one which will attract many sUi- 
dciits at the University. Newspaper work has an alUirc for 
many young girls. Tfiere is a glamor about it almost cf|ual 
to lhal of the motion pictures. Women are divided into 
two classes on a newspaper, those who wish lo be reporters 
donieslic science course and who prefer the editorshi;i of a 
woinch'; department. I'ew people know tiiat the first daily 
ncwspaiier in England was established in 1702 by a wot.iaii, 
Klizabcth .Mallelt. Today wonien all over America arc 
owners and managing editors of ticwspapcrs. On the New 
York Tribune, Mrs. Helen Kcid is first vice-president and 
also advertising manager.
